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Response to Arguments 

1 . The previous rejection of the claims under 35 USC 101 is withdrawn. The 
specification discloses a tangible result of the claimed method and system. 

2. The previous objection to the drawings is withdrawn. Applicant does not disclose 
the figures are prior art. 

3. Applicant's arguments, with respect to claims 1-15 and 31 -36 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of these claims have been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, with respect to claims 16-30 have been fully considered 
and are not persuasive. The claims recite a system with no structural components. The 
claims also disclose decoder circuitry adapted to carry out certain functions. MPEP 

21 1 1 .04 discloses claim scope is not limited by claim language that does not limit a 
claim to a particular structure. This section also discloses an "adapted to" clause is an 
example of claim language that may raise a question as to the limiting effect of the 
language in a claim. MPEP 21 14 discloses while features of an apparatus may be 
recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be 
distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In addition, the 
system of claims 16-30 recites software modules rather than specific circuitry or 
components. The system will only function in software. Therefore, the system is non- 
statutory since it would not fall under one of the four statutory classes. An examiner's 
amendment to claim 16 is stated below and overcomes these issues. 
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An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Anthony Josephson on 12/17/2007. 

The application has been amended as follows:

In claim 16, line 12, the term "select" is replaced by the term "selecting". 
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In clkim 17, lines 1-2, the phrase "is further adapted to determine" is replaced 
with the phrase "further determines". 

In claim 19, line 1, the phrase "is further adapted to decoders replaced with the 
phrase "further decodes". 

In claim 22, lines 1-2, the phrase "is further adapted to identify" is replaced with 
the phrase "further identifies". 

In claim 22, line 3, the term "select" is replace with the term "selects". 

In claim 23, line 1 , the phrase "is further adapted to create" is replaced with the 
phrase "further creates". 

In claim 23, line 2, the term "create" is replaced with the term "creates". 

In claim 24, line 1, the terms "is", "adapted" and "to" are deleted. 

In claim 24, line 2, the term "decode" is replaced with the term "decodes". 

In claim 24, line 4, the term "identify is replaced with the term "identifies".
